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MORE  ON  THE  MINTING  OF  THE  1860  and  1861  BRONZE  COINAGE  OF  THE  UNITED 
KINGDOM 


(Ed.:  Since  publication  of  0.  D.  Cresswell's  excellent  article  "Vic- 
torian Bun  Head  Pennies"  [July  1981,  NI  BULLETIN , ppl99-206]  there 

has  been  questions  raised  as  to  whether  indeed  the  Birmingham  Mint 
actually  struck  some  1860  and  1861  Pennies  or  merely  furnished  blanks 
to  The  Royal  Mint  [see  NIB  Sept.  1981,  p261  and  Oct.  1981  pp318-319]. 
Following  is  James  0.  Sweeny’s  final  comments  on  the  subject  and  0.  D. 
Cresswell's  somewhat  tongue-in-cheek  and  amusing  reply  without  direct 
comment  to  Mr.  Sweeny.) 

The  British  Bronze  Coinage  of  1860-65 

by  James  0.  Sweeny,  Highlands,  North  Carolina 

Prior  to  1860,  Great  Britain  had  used  copper  for  its  pennys  and  the. 
fractional  parts  thereof.  In  1860,  the  "Act  22  & 23  Viet.  cap.  30" 
was  passed,  which  changed  the  metal  to  bronze  (.94  copper,  .04  tin. 

.01  zinc),  and  reduced  the  weights  of  the  penny,  halfpenny,  and  farth- 
ing to  145.83333,  87.5,  and  43.75  grains  respectively.  Possibly  because 
the  demands  on  the  Royal  Mint  for  silver  and  gold  coinages  were  at  that 
time  quite  large,  and  because  the  Mint's  capacity  was  relatively  limit- 
ed, it  was  necessary  that  the  new  bronze  coinage  be  contracted  out  to 
private  firms.  On  page  26  of  the  First  Annual  Report  of  the  Deputy 
Master  of  the  Royal  Mint,  dated  1870,  it  is  stated  that  "When  the  sub- 
stitution of  bronze  for  copoer  was  first  determined  upon,  and  large 
quantities  of  the  latter  coin  were  required,  contracts  were  interred 
into  with  Messrs.  Boulton  and  Watt  (sic),  and  Messrs.  Heaton  and  Sons, 
of  Birmingham,  for  the  coinage  of  Bronze  under  the  superintendence  of 
Officers  of  the  Mint,  and  between  1,700  and  1,800  tons  were  coined  by 
those  firms."  Based  on  records  in  the  Royal  Mint  and  the  Public  Record 
Office  in  London,  Mr.  Graham  Dyer,  Librarian  and  Curator  of  the  Royal 
Mint,  in  a letter  to  this  writer  dated  12  Nov.  1973,  stated  that  ".... 
the  major  contract  for  1720  tons  of  bronze  coin  was  lost  in  the  Autumn 
of  1860  to  the  firm  of  James  Watt  . . . who  I believe  had  virtually  to 
build  and  entirely  new  mint  for  the  purpose,  (so)  were  necessarily 
somewhat  slow  off  the  mark  and  a small  order  for  60  tons  of  coins  was 
placed  with  Heaton's  in  December  1860  to  alleviate  the  situation  until 
Watt's  could  get  into  full  swing.  By  May  1860  Heaton's  had  struck  31 
tons  of  pence,  8 tons  of  halfpence,  and  2 tons  of  farthings."  Mr. 

Dyer  went  on  to  say  that  he  could  find  no  record  of  Heaton's  having 
furnished  more  than  the  41  tons  in  1861.  Based  on  the  foregoing,  it 
can  be  presumed  that  Watt's  coinage  of  bronze  extended  beyond  1862, 
until  the  contract  for  1720  tons  was  completed. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  1870  Royal  Mint  report  erred  slightly  in 
its  reference  to  Boulton  and  Watt.  From  an  article  in  the  INDUSTRIAL 
HISTORY  OF  THE  BIRMINGHAM  AND  MIDLAND  HARDWARE  DISTRICT  dated  1866,  we 
learn  that  "In  1848,  on  the  death  of  James  Watt,  Esq.,  the  son  of  the 
great  engineer,  the  original  and  famous  works  at  Soho  were  abandoned, 
and  the  machinery,  &c . , removed  to  the  Soho  Foundry.  In  the  same  year, 
at  the  request  of  the  executors  of  the  late  Matthew  Boulton  Robinson, 

Esa . , who  had  retired  some  years  before,  his  name  was  withdrawn,  and

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the  honoured  titled  of  'Boulton  and  Watt'  became  'James  Watt  and  Co,', 
which  is  its  present  style,"  This  account,  by  an  official  of  James 
Watt  and  Company  neglects  to  state  that  the  coining  machinery  of  Boul- 
ton and  Watt  had  been  purchased  in  1850  by  Heaton. 


The  Missing  "H" 

by  0.  D.  Cresswell , Belfast,  Northern  Ireland 

Some  years  ago  in  the  Storgat  in  Copenhagen  I was  fortunate  enough  to 
pick  up  for  a few  Krone  a fragment  of  one  of  the  Sherlock  Holmes  stor- 
ies of  Sir  Arthur  Conan  Doyle,  Incomplete  as  it  is,  I think  that  per- 
haps the  members  of  Numismatics  International  might  find  it  of  interest 
in  the  light  it  sheds  on  the  introduction  of  bronze  coins  in  the  United 
Kingdom  more  than  a century  ago.  Without  further  introduction  I will 
leave  the  reader  to  explore  this  unpublished  adventure  of  Sherlock 
Holmes  and  his  faithful  companion  Doctor  Watson. 


Laying  down  the  heavy  iron  poker  which  he  had  been  using  to  tidy  up 
the  blazing  coal  fire,  Dr.  Watson  looked  approvingly  round  the  study 
in  Baker  Street.  Well  remembered  and  indeed  well  loved  ornaments  crowd- 
ed together,  and  each  one  a souvenir  of  dangers  shared  in  the  past. 
Carelessly  tossed  on  the  fireplace  was  the  poisoned  dart  which  had  so 
nearly  ended  the  earthly  existence  of  the  good  Doctor  in  the  Case  of 
the  Lame  Ballet  Dancer.  Idly  opening  a Turkish  match  box  on  the  table 
he  examined  the  dried  up  body  of  the  Speckled  Spider  which  had  left 
ten  strong  men  screaming  in  terror  and  praying,  in  vain,  for  death. 
Holmes  stood  at  the  window  looking  at  the  busy  traffic  in  Baker  Street 
below.  Or  to  be  accurate,  he  listened  to  the  muffled  sounds  which 
reached  their  first  floor  window,  for  dense  fog  eddied  past  and  pre- 
vented all  but  the  most  fleeting  glimpse  of  the  traffic.  "Well,"  said 
Holmes,  "I  see  you  have  resumed  your  bachelor  habits  again'  . "Good 
Heavens,"  exclaimed  Watson,  "how  on  earth  did  you  know  that  my  wife 
has  gone  visiting  her  cousin  in  Devon"?  "Elementary,  by  dear  Watson. 

I merely  noticed  that  you  are  wearing  two  odd  cuff  links.  No  wife 
would  allow  her  husband  to  step  out  on  the  streets  of  London  so  at- 
tired. But  what  are  you  going  to  do  to  occupy  yourself  while  you  are 
in  London"?  "I  was  hoping  to  assist  you  in  one  of  your  cases.  I flat- 
ter myself  that  my  trained  mind  has  been  of  assistance  in  the  past 
and  who  knows,  perhaps  again".  "Unfortunately,  since  the  evil  Moriarty 
disappeared  in  Switzerland  there  has  been  a complete  absence  of  crime 
in  England.  Oh,  yes,  there  has  been  the  vulgar  or  common  murder  and 
a few  robberies  but  nothing  worthy  of  my  mettle".  Just  then  the  front 
door  bell  rang.  Looking  out  of  the  window  at  the  clouds  of  fog  swirl- 
ing down  Baker  Street  Sherlock  Holmes  gave  a deeo  sigh.  "I  doubt  our 
vistor  brings  a serious  matter  to  our  attention.  No  man  faces  the 
perils  of  fog  bound  london  without  desperate  necessity", 

Mrs.  Hudson  showed  the  vistor  into  the  study  and  Dr.  Watson  eagerly 
scanned  the  apparel  of  the  slightly  built  figure  who  instinctively 
huddled  over  the  fire  for  warmth.  Holmes  smiled  and  in  a whisper  re- 
marked, "Besides  the  obvious  facts  that  he  is  a teacher,  a numismatist 
and  has  travelled  on  the  railway  recently  there  is  nothing  unusual 
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to  see”.  Watson  started  back  in  surprise.  'You  know  my  methods.  The 
chalk  dust  on  the  lapels.  The  ticket  stuck  in  the  waistcoat  pocket  and 
the  well-known  Dallas  based  magazine  in  his  coat  pocket.  Quite  simple 
really  '.  The  visitor  without  bothering  to  introduce  himself  spoke  to 
Holmes.  "Only  you  can  save  my  reason.  I am  in  a terrible  trouble  and 
I just  do  not  know  who  else  can  help  me'.  "Cain  yourself",  said  Holmes 
and  tell  me  clearly  and  in  order  what  has  happened  The  visitor  un- 
folded his  strange  tale. 

'Some  years  ago  I met  a retired  grocer  who  was  interested  in  coins  and 
many  an  interesting  evening  we  have  spent  together  looking  over  our 
collections’ . "To  the  point",  said  Holmes,  "time  may  be  of  the  essence". 
The  visitor  pulled  himself  together  and  produced  from  the  same  waist- 
coat pocket  which  held  his  railway  ticket  a small  paper  envelope.  Tak- 
ing from  it  a coin  he  passed  it  to  Holmes.  "My  friend  has  recently 
died  and  left  me  this  coin  as  a souvenir  of  happy  times  in  the  past". 
Holmes  whipped  out  a large  magnifying  glass  and  examined  the  coin. 

"Ah",  he  said,  "a  Bun  Penny.  Apart  from  the  fact  that  the  obverse 
has  the  thumb  print  of  a left  handed  Spanish  sailor  I see  nothing  of 
significance".  "Never  mind  the  thumb  print,  look  at  the  date".  Focus- 
sing his  powerful  lens  on  the  date  Holmes  read  out  ...  "1860".  "Yes, 
yes",  said  the  vistor,  "but  look  carefully,  there  is  no  H' . "Ah",  said 

Holmes  in  a worried  tone  of  voice.  "There  is  indeed  no  H.  Perhaps  a 
clogged  die"?  Turning  to  Dr.  Watson,  Holmes  said  quietly,  'You  remem- 
ber the  case  of  the  Mad  Professor"?  Well  indeed  did  Watson  remember. 

Had  not  the  Mad  Professor  misread  the  legend  JAC  MAG  BRI  REX  as  JAC 
MAG  REX  because  of  a clogged  die  and  advanced  the  brilliant  theory 
that  the  Patriarch  Jacob  had  migrated  to  Hungary  and  founded  a Jewish 
dynasty?  When  his  error  was  pointed  out  to  him  he  had  resolutely  re- 
fused to  reconsider  and  had  spent  the  rest  of  his  life  trying  in  vain 
to  derive  Budapest  from  the  Hebrew  for  Bethlehem.  For  Holmes  the  case 
had  a happier  outcome,  the  Legion  of  Honour  and  an  honorary  Doctorate 
of  Laws  served  to  remind  him  of  one  of  his  most  difficult  cases  and 
one  of  his  greatest  triumphs. 

The  visitor  could  scarcely  conceal  his  rising  anger.  "There  never  has 
been  an  H.  Look,  there  is  no  sign  of  it  at  all".  Holmes  scrutinised 
the  date  with  his  lens.  "No",  he  said,  "there  never  was  an  H.  I think 
I recognise  the  handiwork  of  someone  I thought  had  died  in  Switzerland. 
What  do  you  think  of  it,  my  dear  Watson"?  Watson  truned  from  the 
window  from  which  he  had  been  trying  to  pierce  the  fog  which  now  made 
Baker  Street  a solid  yellow  cloud.  "I  am  afraid,  my  dear  Holmes,  I am 
no  lover  of  numismatics.  I have  been  looking  at  the  fog' . Leave  the 
fog  alone,  my  good  Doctor,  and  look  at  the  coin.  It  does  not  have  an 
H". 


There  ended  the  fragment  of  one  of  the  forgotten  tales  of  Sherlock 
Holmes.  We,  alas,  will  never  know  if  the  evil  Moriarty  was  behind  the 
missing  H.  All  we  can  do  is  follow  the  famous  detective's  advice 
and  instead  of  looking  at  the  fog  look  at  the  coin.

In  recent  years  I have  acquired  numerous  coins  of  the  Malla  period  of 
Nepal,  of  which  various  issue  are  not  mentioned  in  the  catalogues  of 
the  Nepalese  coins  available  to  collectors  Cll  121  resp.,  not  illus- 
trated 131  l4l.  It  would  be  worthwhile  putting  them  on  the  record. 

Some  unknown  coins  of  the  Malla  Kings  were  published  recently  151  l6l 
171-  This  article  deals  with  27  hitherto  not  fully  published  coins 
of  the  Malla  rulers  of  Patan  (1603-1768).

The  term  '2  dam'  as  used  sometimes  seems  to  be  not  correct.  Probably 
the  tanka  issues  had  been  withdrawn  from  circulation  after  1639,  hence 
their  rarity  1111. 

The  'tanka-standard'  was  replaced  by  the  'mohar-standard ' (half  of  the 
former) .

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COMMEMORATIVE  COINS  OF  T HE  ISLAMIC  REPUBLIC  OF  IRAN 

by  Raymond  E.  Whyborn , NI  # 1764 

The  Islamic  Republic  of  Iran  has  produced  two  commemorative  coins  in 
its  first  year  of  existence.  Both  were  produced  in  1979  and  carry  the 
date  of  SH  1358  (1979). 

The  first  coin  was  the  10  Rial  made  of  copper-nickel,  with  a diameter 
of  27  mm.  It  is  identified  in  the  Standard  Catalogue  of  World  Coins 
(SCWC)  as  Y-167.  This  coin  was  released  on  or  about  5 November  1979 
and  commemorates  the  First  Anniversary  of  the  Islamic  Revolution. 


Tulips  predominate  on  Revolution  Commem. 


Iran's  Revolution  began  in  November  1978  and  ultimately  resulted  in  the 
fall  of  Shah  Mohammad  Reza  Pahlavi,  collapse  of  the  Pahlavi  Dynasty  and 
an  end  to  the  Peacock  Throne.  The  obverse  of  this  coin  depicts  a group 
of  tulips  with  the  SH  date  of  1358  to  the  lower  left  side. 

Tulips  are  generally  considered  as  being  native  to  Holland,  but  the 
came  to  Holland  as  bulbs  from  Persia  over  the  long  dusty  overland 
Oriental-European  trade  routes.  Tulips  are  very  popular  in  Iran  with 
over  160  known  species  or  varieties  native  to  that  country.  The  tulip 
was  probably  selected  as  the  central  coin  device  because  Islamic  zeal- 
ots and  revolutionaries  used  them  as  well  as  native  roses  to  decorate 
their  rifles  and  tanks  during  parades  and  demonstrations  throughout 
the  Revolutionary  Period. 

The  reverse  of  this  coin  contains  the  denomination  in  numerals  and  the 
same  legend  and  script  in  Farsi  as  the  regular  issue  coinage  of  the 
Islamic  Republic  (Y-162-166). 


1400  years  of  Islam  Commemorative 


Islamic  Iran's  second  commemorative  coin  was  the  20  Rial  also  made  of 
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copper-nickel.  It  is  30  mm.  in  diameter  and  is  identified  in  SCWC  as 
Y-168.  This  coin  was  released  for  circulation  on  or  about  21  November 
1979  to  coincide  with  and  commemorate  the  1400th  Anniversary  of  Moham- 
mad's flight  from  Mecca  to  Medina.  The  obverse  depicts  a world  globe 
with  a banner  or  scroll  placed  across  the  upper  portion  of  the  globe. 
Above  the  banner  is  a Rising  Sun.  The  rising  sun  is  significant  because 
it  denotes  a New  Beginning,  but  is  really  a hold  over  from  the  former 
Iranian  National  emblem.  That  emblem  was  a lion  holding  a sword  in  its 
raised  front  paw  with  a rising  sun  over  its  back.  Below  and  to  the  left 
of  the  globe  is  the  SH  date  of  1358  while  an  AH  date  of  1400  is  to  the 
right . 

The  reverse  of  this  coir,  also  contains  the  denomination  in  numerals 
and  the  same  legend  and  wording  in  Farsi  as  the  regular  issue  coinage. 

Mohammad  the  Prophet  was  born  in  Mecca,  Saudi  Arabia,  which  is  the 
holiest  city  in  Islam.  He  fled  on  16  July  622  AD  to  avoid  persecution 
from  the  Koreish  tribesmen  and  arrived  in  Medina  where  he  lived,  prea- 
ched and  ultimately  died  and  is  buried.  His  flight  was  called  Hijvah 
and  thus  started  the  Mohammadan  Era.  It  also  marked  the  beginning  of 
the  Hejira  dating  system  known  as  Anno  Hegira  or  AH. 

For  those  of  you  who  are  mentally  subtracting  622  from  1979  and  are 
coming  up  with  an  answer  that  does  not  resemble  1400  AH,  let  us  examine 
the  AD,  AH  and  SH  dating  systems  which  are  involved  in  the  issue  of 
these  two  Commemorative  coins. 

The  Anno  Domini  or  AD  date  system,  also  known  as  the  Christian  system, 
is  based  on  the  Gregorian  Calendar  of  365  days  per  year,  introduced  by 
Pope  Gregory  XIII  in  1582  as  a revision  of  the  Julian  CJulius  Caesar's! 
Calendar.  It  was  adopted  by  Great  Britain  and  our  American  Colonies  in 
1752.  Persia  adopted  the  Solar  Hegira  or  SH  calendar  in  1920.  It  is 
based  on  a solar  year  also  consisting  of  365  days  but  begins  on  21 
March  each  year  during  the  Equinox,  the  time  during  the  spring  when  the 
sun  crosses  the  Equator  and  day  and  night  are  of  equal  length  everywhere 
on  earth.  The  SH  Date  can  easily  be  converted  to  AD  by  merely  adding 
621  and  remembering  that  the  SH  year  starts  almost  three  months  later 
than  the  AD  year  and  overlaps  three  months  into  the  next  AD  year. 

The  Anno  Hegira  or  AH  dating  system  bears  no  relationship  to  the  seasons 
and  is  based  instead  on  the  Twelve  Lunar  months  corresponding  to  354 
days  instead  of  our  365  days.  The  AH  year  can  be  converted  to  AD  by 
applying  a formula.  Since  the  AH  year  is  3.03  percent  shorter  than  our 
Christian  year,  you  must  subtract  three  percent  rounded  off  to  the  near- 
est whole  number  of  the  AH  date  and  add  the  remaining  number  to  622. 

The  answer,  while  somewhat  imprecise,  will  put  you  within  one  year  of 
the  Christian  or  AD  date. 

Due  to  the  Islamic  clergy's  strict  control,  political  turmoil  in  the 
Republic  and  ever  changing  personnel  responsible  for  coinage,  it  is 
amazing  that  these  two  coins  were  issued  in  time  to  coincide  with  the 
events  being  commemorated.

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THADDEUS  KOSCIUSKO 


FREEDOM  FIGHTER  AMERICAN  STYLE

He  was  born  near  a town  that  is  now  in  the  Soviet  Union.  At  birth,  he 
was  given  the  name  Tadeusz  Andrzej  Bonawentura  Kosciuszko.  This  coun- 
try calls  him  THADDEUS  KOSCIUSKO,  and  he  is  honored  and  revered. 


Polish  10  Zlotyeh,  large  diameter  (31  mm) 

Born  in  1746,  he  was  educated  in  military  engineering  in  Warsaw,  as 
well  as  in  Germany,  Italy  and  France.  Imbued  with  contemporary  French 
liberal  philosophy,  he  departed  for  America  in  1776  to  serve  with  the 
Colonial  forces  in  the  American  Revolution. 

He  fought  under  General  Horatio  Green,  directed  the  construction  of  for- 
tifications at  West  Point,  New  York,  served  under  General  Nathanael 
Green,  and  became  an  aide  to  General  George  Washington.  In  1783,  in 
recognition  of  his  services,  Kosciusko  was  granted  American  citizenship, 
a pension  and  estates,  and  the  rank  of  brigadier  general. 

In  1784,  Kosciusko  returned  to  Poland,  attaining  the  rank  of  major  gen- 
eral in  the  Polish  army.  Following  the  second  partition  of  Poland  among 
Russia,  Prussia  and  Austria  in  1793,  he  led  a successful  rebellion  for 
Polish  independence.  After  some  initial  military  successes  in  fighting 
the  Russian  and  Prussian  invading  forces,  he  was  defeated  and  wounded. 

He  was  held  prisoner  in  Russia  until  1796,  when  he  was  released  and  ex- 
iled. In  exile,  he  visited  America,  where  he  was  awarded  $15,000  and  a 
grant  of  Ohio  land.  From  1798  until  his  death  in  1817,  he  lived  in 
France  and  Switzerland,  unsuccessfully  seeking  independence  for  Poland. 

Kosciusko  not  only  fought  for  national  independence,  but  also  supported 
the  principle  of  political  equality  among  men.  He  emancipated  the  serfs 
on  his  estates  in  Poland,  shortly  before  his  death,  and  he  ordered  — 
in  his  will  — that  his  Ohio  property  be  sold  to  provide  education  for 
black  Americans. 

Kosciusko  has  been  honored  in  his  native  Poland  with  several  coins.  The 
10  Zlotyeh  in  copper-nickel  ( at  the  heading  of  this  article)  was  is- 
sued in  1959-1960,  1966;  a 28  mm.  10  Zlotyeh  coin  was  issued  in  each 
'year  from  1969  to  1973.  The  100  Zlotyeh,  in  .625  silver,  was  a commem- 
morative  minted  in  1976  in  .900  fine  Gold,  and  is  quite  expensive.  The 
others  are  relatively  easy  to  acquire  and  not  too  costly.  Designs  not 
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used  in  regular  mintage  are  struck  for  sale  to  collectors.  They  have 
the  word  PROBA  on  them.  Tn  1958,  10  pieces  of  10  Zlotych  in  Aluminum 
were  minted.  Also,  10  Zlotych  in  Brass  (5  pieces)  and  in  copper-nickel 
(5  pieces)  were  minted  in  that  year.  In  1959,  500  pieces  of  2 Zlotych 
were  minted  in  nickel;  100  pieces  of  5 Zlotych  in  brass,  and  500  pieces 
of  5 Zlotych  in  nickel  were  issued.  In  1976  500  Kosciusko  probas  were 
struck  in  nickel  (1,000  pieces). 

Poland  honored  Kosciusko,  George  Wnsh- 
and  Casimar  Pulaski  with  a 30  Groszy 
stamp  in  brown,  commemorating  Washing- 
ton's 200th  Anniversary  of  his  birth 
in  1932. 

The  United  States  ho- 
its  adopted  citizen 
Kosciusko  with  a 5 cent 
stamp  in  blue.  It  de- 
picts a statue  of  Kosciusko  at  right,  and  the  dates 
1783-1933  commemorates  the  end  of  the  American  Re- 
volutionary War  for  Independence. 

The  American  State  of  Mississippi  has  a town  named  Kosciusko,  and  a 
county  in  Indiana  is  also  named  for  him.  Australia  named  a mountain 
for  him,  in  New  South  Wales,  about  100  miles,  south  of  Canberra,  the 
capital.  7,316  feet  high,  it  is  Australia's  highest  peak.  And  in 
Texas,  about  50  miles  southeast  of  San  Antonio,  is  the  town  of  Kosciu- 
sko. It  is  on  Highway  123,  surrounded  by  other  villages  with  many 
Polish-Americans .

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

Michael  Grant,  Roman  History  from  coins f Some  Uses  of  the  Imperial 
Coinage.  London*  Cambridge  University  Press,  1968,  Pp , 88,  32 
plates.  Paper  $4.95. 

One  day  while  looking  through  some  of  his  "junk"  coins,  a local  deal- 
er, knowing  that  my  friend  and  I are  interested  in  history,  mentioned 
that  he  had  some  reasonably  priced  Roman  and  Greek  coins.  Once  he 
brought  them  out  to  satisfy  our  curiousity,  I couldn’t  resist  purch- 
asing one  of  an  emperor  that  another  friend  is  writing  a book  about 
and  one  bearing  the  image  of  Constantine  the  Great  for  myself.  All 
of  the  basic  questions  then  welled  up  inside  me.  What  have  I got? 

What  do  these  inscriptions  mean?  Etc, 

Well,  I went  over  to  the  Ohio  State  University  Library  to  see  what  I 
could  find  regarding  Roman  and  Byzantine  coins  (my  own  area  is  China 
and  East  Asia) , I looked  through  all  of  the  catalogs  and  classific- 
ation indexes  that  most  of  us  are  familiar  with  and  admired  the  work 
that  went  into  them.  Unfortunately,  I didn’t  have  the  time  to  but 
glance  through  some  of  the  more  highly  specialized  and  rather  massive 
tomes.  Of  course,  after  spending  all  of  the  time  I could  afford,  many 
of  my  strictly  numismatic  questions  were  answered. 

So  there  I was  with  access  to  a mechanical  knowledge  of  a new  coin 
medium  but  still  with  little  knowledge  of  the  real  significance  of 
the  coins  that  I'd  purchased.  "If  only  coins  could  talk,"  I lamented 
to  the  friend  who  had  accompanied  me.  "Perhaps  they  do,"  he  said, 
and  then  proceeded  to  give  me  an  heretofore  unpublished  account  of 
European-Af rican  colonial  history  that  he  deduced  strictly  from 
numismatic  evidence.  I was  flabbergasted.  Coins  could  really  talk. 
They  were  more  than  enigmas  from  the  past  that  are  bought  and  sold 
by  collectors  and  dealers  solely  because  they  are  collectable  and 
profitable  objects.  My  friend  then  loaned  me  his  copy  of  Michael 
Grant's  Roman  History  from  Coins. 

In  his  forward  Professor  Grant  writes,  'This  book  is  intended  to 
show  how  coins  throw  light  on  events  of  the  past."  This  he  does  with 
masterful  skill.  The  opening  chapter,  "How  rulers  thought  of  their 
coins,"  not  only  Succeeds  in  placing  Roman  coins  in  their  proper  his- 
torical contexts,  but  also  sparks  ones  curiousity,  thus  opening  a 
crack  through  which  the  light  of  understanding  may  enter  and  begin 
to  fill  the  darkness  of  history. 

"So  for  hundreds  of  years  the  mint  poured  out  a remarkable  series  of 
successive  imperial  faces,  intended  to  impress  the  personalities  and 
glories  of  the  rulers  on  their  people.  Nor  did  the  Roman  rulers  of 
the  world  fail  to  notice  that  a coin  has  two  sides.  Their  subjects 
were  not  generally  fastidious  enough  to  appreciate  great  artistry  in 
the  reverse  type  of  their  coinage.  But  this  deficiency  was  counter- 
balanced by  their  susceptibility  to  news  - and  where  could  the  find 
this  news  better  than  on  coinage?"  Not  only  do  coins  speak  directly 
as  well  as  indirectly,  but  they  were  meant  to.  In  our  own  world, 
coinage  is  rarely  changed  or  used  as  a medium  of  communication.  The 
closest  we  seem  to  come  to  this  ancient  Roman  practic  is  on  our  post- 
age stamps,  a notable  example  being  the  "Root  of  Democracy"  series 
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that  nearly  everyone  who  has  used  American  postage  is  familiar  with. 

In  the  second  chapter  Professor  Grant  goes  on  to  illustrate  through 
the  antithetical  portrayal  of  the  emperors  Augustus  and  Nero,  and  by 
an  equally  insightful  description  and  analysis  of  the  portrayal  of 
“Imperial  women  on  coins,’  the  principles  he  espouses.  Here  one  not 
only  witnesses  how  coins  were  used  by  imperial  administrations,  but 
also  an  incredible  amount  of  Roman  history  presented  in  just  a few 
pages.  Too  often  focusing  on  traditional  historical  themes,  I hadn't 
realized  that  as  a result  of  Nero's  diplomatic  ski  1?  the  Empire  was 
at  peace  for  fifty  years.  I never  even  knew  vhat  his  subjects  con- 
sidred  the  chief  function  of  a Roman  emperor  to  be.  I wonder  how 
many  historians  and  collectors  of  Roman  coins  do  know? 

The  chapter  following  describes  how  the  empire  is  represented  on  its 
coinage.  That  Britain's  heritage  is  Roman  and  that  Professor  Grant 
is  British  assures  us  mention  of  the  evolution  of  British  coinage 
via  its  Roman  predecessor.  How  is  it  that  empire  comes  to  be  per- 
sonified? 

We  may  consider  these  first  three  chapters  as  part  one  of  this  book. 
They  are  descriptive  and  make  use  of  historical  analysis  to  present 
the  reader  with  various  aspects  of  Roman  history  that  are  revealed 
in  the  coinage  alone.  The  last  two  chapters  may  be  thought  of  as 
part  two.  Still  descriptive  in  the  sense  of  using  plate  illustrations 
and  historical  references  to  make  their  points,  these  chapters,  ’’New 
evidence  for  the  past1’  and  "Approach  to  world  Coinage,"  place  even 
more  emphasis  on  the  analysis  of  physical  evidence  and  its  historical 
interpretation.  We  learn  of  important  citizens  and  their  contributions 
and  relationships  to  the  imperial  families,  and  also  the  names  of 
various  emperors'  wives.  Those  who  are  dealt  with  here  are  ones  who 
have  been  bypassed  somehow  in  the  written  history.  As  a result  of 
the  numismatic  evidence,  we  may  also  arrive  at  a much  deeper  under- 
standing of  the  interrelations  of  the  various  provincesto  Rome  and 
to  one  another. 

In  the  final  analysis.  I believe  that  people  at  any  level  and  branch 
of  history  and  numismatics  can  benefit  from  a reading  of  Roman  His- 
tory from  Coins.  What  distinguishes  a true  scholar  from  others  is 
not  only  his  erudition,  but  also  his  ability  to  identify  valuable 
possibilities  for  future  research.  This  is  something  that  Professor 
Grant  does  throughout  this  book. 

Returning  to  his  forward,  he  writes,  "My  aim  has  been  to  collect, 
display  and  discuss  as  many  significant  coins  as  possible,  and  yet  to 
ensure  that  the  book  should  be  of  relatively  low  price."  In  both 
his  intention  and  his  aim,  he  has  succeeded  admirably.  The  plates 
contain  279  coins  of  the  highest  quality.  There  is  a key  which  gives 
the  base  metal  of  each  coin.  The  bibliography  covers  ancient  and 
modern  writers,  and  there  is  even  a map  of  the  Roman  Empire  as  it 
was  in  the  time  of  Augustus. 

Michael  Grant's  Roman  History  from  Coins  is  a jewel  in  thought  and 
economy .

An  attractively  bound  and  heavily  illustrated  volume,  providing  a 
wealth  of  historical  fact,  and  its  relationship  to  the  economic  devel- 
opment of  Geneva,  and  simultaneously  developing  the  numismatic  per- 
spective, beginning  with  the  Roman  occupation  in  121  B.C.  The  early 
finds  of  Roman  coinage  is  described  generally. 

A brief  chapter  covers  the  earliest  indigenous  Genovese  monies  which 
date  to  about  520  A.D.  under  Burgundian  occupation,  as  well  as  those 
struck  by  the  Merovingian  and  Carolingians . An  interesting  chapter 
on  the  city  as  a Bishopric  briefly  covers  not  only  its  monies,  but 
also  some  of  its  churchly  seals. 

The  reformation  is  well  covered.  The  17th  century  is  covered  in  a 
separate  chapter.  The  ensuing  chapters  cover  all  remaining  historical 
periods  until  Geneva's  entrance  into  the  Confederation. 

A special  tribute  is  given  two  famous  Genovese  for  their  contribution 
to  Swiss  monetary  history:  Antoine  Bovy,  the  design  of  "Helvetia’ 
found  on  Swiss  1/2,  1 and  2 Franc  pieces;  and  Ferdinand  Hodler  who 
designed  a series  of  banknotes  in  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  century. 
The  book  is  the  typical  Swiss  quality  product  whose  drawings  and 
photographs  of  coins  are  superb. 

The  book  ends  with  an  excellent  list  of  type  coins  of  Geneva  with  a 
photographic  reproduction  of  each.  Unfortunately,  this  volume  was 
printed  for  customers  of  Credit  Swiss  and  it  is  not  commercially 
available .

This  publication,  with  numerous  illustrations,  contains  47  articles 
dealing  with  the  coinage  of  Ancient  and  Medieval  Armenia.  These  es- 
says have  appeared  in  scholarly  periodicals  such  as  the  ANS  Museum 
Notes 3 Handes  Amsorya,  Bazmavep , Numismatic  Chronicle , Revue  des 
Etudes  Armeniennes  3 Haigazian  Armenological  Review 3 Armenian  Numis- 
matic Journal  (Calif),  Sion  and  Gochnag,  which  are  not  always  readily 
available  to  the  entire  numismatic  fraternity. 

With  this  volume  the  Armenian  Numismatic  Society  pays  tribute  to  a 
universally  respected  Armenian  numismatist  who  for  three  decades  work- 
ed untiringly  for  Armenian  numismatis  as  Fr.  Sekoulian  states  in  his 
letter  (p . xxxv) . The  Studies  of  Bedoukian  is  bound  to  become  the 
reference  manual  for  the  student  of  Armenian  numismatics  and  for  the 
scholar,  as  have  his  Coinage  of  Cilician  Armenia  and  his  Coinage  of 
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the  Artaxiades  of  Armenia  already  are  standard  references.

The  volume  is  the  result  of  four  years  of  dedicated  hard  work  and 
numerous  sacrifices.  Both  of  the  editors  have  not  spared  any  effort 
to  publish  an  edited  and  presentable  volume  worthy  of  the  memory  of 
the  father  of  Armenian  numismatics.  Father  Clement  Sibilian. 

The  Sibilian  volume  includes  twenty-one  scholarly  articles  which  are 
grouped  under  three  headings:  NFr.  Sibilian  and  the  Roupenian  Period,’

authors  are  Monseigneur  Gregory  Manian,  Dr.  Paul  7.  Bedoukian,  Fr. 
Sahak  Djemdjemian,  Dr.  D.  M.  Metcalf,  Dr.  Dickran  Kouymjian,  Fr.  Au. 
Sekoulian,  Y.  T.  Nercessian,  J.  Guevrekian,  Monseigneur  Boghos  Ana- 
nian.  Dr.  Kh.  A.  Mousheghian,  Ha j i Toros  (the  late  Dr.  Paul  Carnig) , 
Kenneth  M.  MacKenzie,  Henry  Sarkissian,  and  Dr.  Pierre  V.  Haig. 

The  content  is  most  interesting,  thought  stimulating,  and  is  destined 
to  be  an  excellent  reference  source  for  the  scholars  of  Armenian 
numismatics  for  centuries  to  come.

One  always  looks  forward  to  any  of  the  Seaby  Publications  on  ancient 
coins.  The  1981  edition  of  David  Sear's  Roman  Coins  and  Their  Values 
is  no  exception.  The  1981  version  is  an  updated  and  somewhat  revised 
version  of  Sear's  Standard  Handbook  on  Roman  Coins.  The  chief  diff- 
erentials between  it  and  the  previous  editions  are  the  facts  that 
the  previously  used  line  drawings  have  been,  in  general,  substituted 
with  photographs  and  that  the  prices  of  the  1974  edition,  which  have 
become  mostly  of  antiquarian  interest,  have  been  updated.  They  have 
also  added  a small  but  useful  glossary  of  some  of  the  more  arcane 
terms  associated  with  Roman  coins. 

Over  the  years,  those  of  us  who  have  used  the  book  extensively  - as 
almost  every  collector  of  Roman  coins  must  - have  noted  some  improve- 
ments that  it  might  be  hoped  will  be  able  to  appear  in  future  editions 
The  pricing  and  grading  of  Roman  coins  is  a hideously  subjective  bus- 
iness, but  it  might  be  hoped  that  more  than  just  the  single  grade  and 
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valuation  could  be  attempted  in  some  subsequent  edition.  Furthermore, 
as  is  acknowledged  in  the  forward  of  the  current  edition,  the  dating 
and  sequence  of  some  of  the  Republican  coins  is  quite  out  of  sync 
with  modern  research. 

It  should  be  definitely  stated  that  this  publication  has  been,  and 
remains,  the  single  most  useful  book  on  Roman  coins  available  any- 
where today.  It  contains  a wealth  of  information  that  is  absolutely 
essential  for  the  beginning  and  intermediate  collectors,  and  even  the 
advanced  collector  knows  its  value  and  convenience.  This  remains  the 
first  book  that  anyone  should  buy  if  they  wish  to  begin  collecting 
Roman  coins,  or  are  interested  in  the  hobby.

Originally  published  by  the  Oxford  University  Press  in  1917,  Barnard’s 
monumental  work  is  recognised  as  the  standard  reference  for  the  study 
of  reckoning  counters  or  jetons. 

A total  of  666  counters  from  England  and  Anglo-Gallic  lands,  Italy, 
France,  the  Low  Countries,  Germany  and  Portugal  are  cataloged  in  full, 
of  which  643  are  illustrated,  and  the  methods  of  calculation  on  the 
counting  board  as  recorded  by  16th  century  mathematicians  are  dis- 
cussed in  detail. 

Long  out  of  print,  the  original  edition  of  this  major  study  is  rarely 
found.  The  reprint  will  be  welcomed  by  numismatists  and  medieval 
historians  alike.
